any extras such as ice cream, cuke, 
jam, butter, etc. 
In old established regiments, such 
things are bought from a company 
fund. 
A company builds up such a 
fund from the operation of a barber 
shop, from its share of the profit of 
Ho* r e g i m e n t a l exchange (canteen) 
or receipts of the regim enta l band 
and o th e r sources. 
Our regiment, 
however, lias just 
been organized. 
Not only does it lack the equipm ent 
accumulated by the older ones but 
also at 
present It Is without the 
sources of Income from which It may 
be provided. 
Later the funds will 
get money through the regular c h a n ­ 
nels but to gel them started, we can 
only lait on the peopl e back home. 
The care and use of these funds are 
provided for by army regulation* and 
lh** company commander* are respon- 
Ible for them. 
They are audited 
month ly 
by 
the company council, 
quarte rly and annually by officers of 
higher command and inspectors. 
We have usked one man in each 
of th** counties named to receive do­ 
nations from residents of th at co u n ­ 
ty.
